Slaughter  houses. 

Slaughtering  is  carried  on  in  three  slaughterhouses  under 
the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  From  these  slaughterhouses 
meat  is  allocated  to  Southamj^ton,  Eeastleigh  and  })arts  of  adjoin¬ 
ing  rural  districts. 

27,139  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year.  Every 
carcase  and  its  offal  was  examined  by  a  qualified  meat  Inspector 
at  the  time  of  slaughter  or  before  it  left  the  slaughterhouse.

Meat  and  other  foods  belonging  to  the  Ministry  of  l"ood, 
found  to  be  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  consumption 
were  returned  to  the  Ministry  of  P’ood  for  salvage  purposes. 
All  other  condemned  foods  were  either  salvaged  at  the  Corporation 
Salvage  Depot  or  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  Salvage 
Dept. 

The  following  carcases,  parts  of  carcases  and  organs  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  food  on  account  of  disease  or  other  reasons. 
The  statistics  relating  to  carcases  affected  bv  Tuberculosis  follow 
in  a  tabulated  form.  The  total  carcases  condemned  as  shown 
by  the  table  may  not  agree  with  the  summary  of  condemnations, 
the  table  relates  to  animals  killed  in  the  slaughterhouses  whereas 
the  summary  includes  carcases  such  as  casualties,  sent  in  from 
an  outside  source  for  examination.

39  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  examined.  x411 
complied  with  the  prescribed  conditions  with  one  exception. 

68  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  examined,  61  complied 
with  the  prescribed  conditions. 

During  a  short  period  the  milk  from  one  pasteurising  establish¬ 
ment  was  unsatisfactory.  Three  samples  and  four  samples 
were  taken  on  12th  and  18th  May  respectively.  These  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactorily  pasteurised.  The  explanation  given 
was  that  a  breakdown  had  occurred  in  the  recording  instrument. 

Samples  of  pasteurised  milk  are  taken  from  the  streets, 
public  institutions  and  dairies. 

3  Cowkeepers  were  upon  the  register  during  the  year,  two 
ordinarv  herds  and  1  Attested  herd. 

15  Dairies  were  upon  the  register  during  the  year. 

Dairies  are  generally  satisfactory  but  two  cowkeepers 
premises  are  not  so  satisfactory.  Under  the  present  conditions 
however,  nothing  much  can  be  done  about  them. 

All  milk  consumed  at  schools  and  hospitals  is  pasteurised. 
It  is  estimated  that  about  12,000  gallons  of  milk  are  consumed 
daily  in  Southampton,  and  it  is  considered  that  80-90%  has 
been  subjected  to  heat  ti’eatment. 

During  the  year  a  zoning  scheme  came  into  operation, 
unfortunately  during  the  summer  season.  Complaints  from 
consumers  were  received  about  the  quality  of  the  milk,  some 
had  been  accustomed  to  pasteurised  milk  and  some  to  raw  milk, 
but  the  scheme  eventually  operated  successfully. 
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MILK — Continued. 

Kekpixc;  Quali  riEs  of  Mii.k. 

Very  many  conipliants  about  the  souring  of  milk  were 
reeeived  during  the  late  summer.  July  and  August  in  normal 
years  are  always  diflieult  months  for  milk  produeers  ;  and  no 
doubt  the  shortage  of  labour  at  the  farms  added  to  their  diffieulties, 
also  the  laek  of  trans})ort  which  permits  one  daily  delivery  only 
is  another  factor.  In  some  instances  milk  actually  arrived  at 
the  dairy  in  a  sour  condition.
